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DEMOCRATIZE THE DEMOCRACY. 

Senator Tillman, in his declaration that the 
South Carolina delegation should go to the 
National Democratic Convention uninstructed, 
approves part of the plan urged by the Post- 
Dispatch to insure Democratic success this year.

GETTING WHAT WE GO AFTER. 

We are waiting on the. White House and the 
Capitol at Washington to give us back the Missis- 
sippi River in condition for business. We will 
wait a long time, but we will get what we are 
waiting for finally, because we will go after it 
and keep on going after it until we do get it. 

This is our way in the long run and in the 
long run it works. It will work in St. Louis while 
we are waiting on the city hall for bridge ap- 
proaches and everything else needed for free trade 
across the river.

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AMERICAN IDEAS IN GOVERNMENT. 
In America we have two traditional and his- 
tcrical methods in government, which are both 
equally American, whether they work apart or 
work together. Both date their evolution from the 
first English settlements on the Atlantic coast 
and the evolution of both is certain to continue 
in making the future history of “Republican in- 
stitutions.” 

The decree of the Supreme Court of the United 
States that the “initiative and referendum” does 
not contravert Republican government is merely 
& paragraph in the history made by the method 
which belongs to New England township organi- 
zation. It goes back of Plymouth Rock, and back 
even of Alfred the Great. Wherever, at any 
period in the history of “Anglo-Saxons,” tho 
have lived close together in small neighborhood 
o- village communities, they have applied this 
“Yankee idea” of managing their own affairs by 
their own direct “interference” in them. 

This is all there is now, all there has been, all 
there will be, in the history of the initiative 
and referendum. It is a traditional and evolution- 
ary method. In this country it is an American 
method—the american Yankee method “people 
of our kind” have of interfering directly in the 
management of their own affairs whenever they 
like. 
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Along with this “short-arm” method of neighbor- 
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American kind have always had and they always 
will have the long-distance method which makes 
it possible for many communities to unite and co- 
operate with the greatest help and the least pos- 
sible hindrance to each other. 

In the Southern Colonies where distances be- 
tween neighbor and neighbor were long, this was 
the “Virginia idea,” the Southern “representative” 
method, formulated in the brains of publicists 
“riding the circuit” for several score or hundreds 
of miles as practicing lawyers. 

It is the idea of responsible and limited repre- 
sentative government on which the Union is 
founded. It is the only method which makes 
Union possible and long-distance co-operation pos- 
sible between communities which do not forfeit 
local self-government. 

Clearly there is nothing novel in the principle 
when these methods are used together in new 
ways. As methods, both depend now and afways 
or something higher than method. Combined, 
they are means to the fullest and freest popular 
expression, so checked that it has every oppor- 
tunity to become the expression of the best in- 
stead of the worst.

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HOME RULE FOR IRELAND. 

The first vote in the new session of the House 
of Commons showed a working majority of 93 
or behalf of the Asquith government. . 

The Premier stated that there was no intention 
of appealing to the country during the life of the 
present Parliament, which has more than three 
years yet to run, and that the program of this ses- 
sion—Welsh disestablishment, home rule for Ire 
land and manhood suffrage—would, when out of 
the way, be followed by more important reforms. 
Among these is the reconstruction of the House of 
Lords and House of Commons on democratic and 
imperial lines. 

It was shown in the first debate that the Gov- 
ernment had demolished one anti-home rule argu- 
ment by the Belfast meeting. This put an end 
to the cry that“‘Ulster will fight.” It was made 
known not only that Ulster had no intention of 
fighting, but that a majority of her citizens, in- 
cluding such eminent men as Lord Pirrie, chair- 
man of the White Star Line and the greatest em- 





‘ployer of labor in Ireland, favor home rule and 


are for law and order. 

The expectation now is that the Home Rule 
bill will have passed the Commons and been re- 
jected by the Lords by Aug. 1 of this year. Then, 
after the lapse of two more sessions, it will be 
enacted into law over the veto of the House of 
Lords. The new Irish Government cannot, there- 
fore, be set up much within three years. 

These forecasts are based on the assumption 
that the Asquith government escapes defeat upon 
some minor issue. In case of such defeat followed 
by a general election, it is considered extremely 
unlikely that either Conservatives or Liberals can 
come back with a working majority independent 
of the Nationalists. The Irish party casts 80 
votes as a unit in the Commons, which counts for 
160 on a division, sufficient to overturn almost 
any government.

Kitchen Committee Says Shilling 
Dinner Is Causing Deficit and 
May Raise Price.

LONDON, Feb. 24.—Now that the members of 


the House of Commons are paid $2000 a year, the 
Kitchen Commitee cannot see why it should pro- 
vide them with a shilling dinner that costs 60 
per cent more and thereby incur an annual loss 
ot $7000. 

This meal, consisting of soup, a joint, two veg- 
etables, bread, butter, pudding and cheese, as 
much of everythnig as anybody wants, is the 
cheapest of its kind in London. It was origi- 
nally instituted for the benefit of the labor mem- 
bers, but the wealthy members of the House 
asked for nothing better and there is.much dis- 
content because the Kitchen Committee talks of 
raising prices. ; 

The discussion may end in the commitee’s be- 
ing thrown out for the members contend that as 
it gets an annual subsidy of $10,000 and has no 
rent or light to pay for it should show a profit in 
catering and not a loss. 


GRAND DUCHESS MARIA

They live here be- 
side the mills, under their own govern- 
ment, constituting a community of work- 
ing people. When a McKeesporter be- 
comes rich he moves his residence to 
Pittsburg, just as the Pittsburger moves 
to New York. 

So we have here a steel town domi- 
nated politically and industrially by the 
Steel Trust through its giant subsidiary, 
the National Tube Co. 

In the old days, if one wished to run 
for Mayor of McKeesport or member of 
the Pennsylvania Legislature, it was 
necessary to get his aspirations O Kk’d 
at the Tube company’s executive of- 
fices in Pittsburg; and sometimes such 
affairs were referred to New York, 
where E. C. Converse, organizer of the 
National Tube Co., now head of the 
Bankers’ Trust Co., and ally of J. P. 
Morgan, was the directing genius of the 
pipe-making industry. 

The average New Yorker never heard 
much of Mr. Converse as a politician 
until surprised recently by his aspiring 
te be Goverror of Connecticut, but Mc- 
Keesport politicians knew him well. 

Now, if you wish to run for the Town 
Council or land the city dogcatchership, 
and do not wish to hazard election ex- 
penses on an unsuccessful campaign, 
you'll go down to the tube works office 
at the mill gate and ascertain whether 
the superintendent approves of your can- 
didacy. 

Company’s Board Cuts Its Taxes. 

True, the company’s interference in 
politics of the town is not so obvious 
as in the old days, but whatever it 
doesn’t run it doesn’t deem worth while. 
Such a convenience as having three of 
its own superintendents and foremen

Ground was required for 
the extensions, but private holders set 
prices which the Steel Trust refused 
to pay. Rather than see their town 
ruined by execution of the Trust’s 
threat to abandon the old plant and 
move away, prominent citizens sub- 


vailing ideal of present-day immigrant 
steel workers is not American citizen- 
ship, but three to five years of money- 
grubbing and then a joyous return 
home. American workmen, if they could 
afford the reduced pay, generally wel- 
comed the rest-day program.

The Tube Co. maintains at its Mc- 
Keesport works a perfectly equipped 
emergency hospital and three relief sta- 
tions in different parts of the plant. If 
& man sO much as scratches his finger 
at work he must report at once to the 
nurse, the wound is properly dressed 
and a “minor accident report’ is filed. 
Employes are prohibited from doing s° 
little as removing a cinder from a fei- 
low worker's eyes. The sufferer must 
report to the hospital nurse, for the 
company has learned that scientific 
treatment not only prevents infection 
and in the end is better for its men. 
but it minimizes the employer’s liabi!- 
ity. If the man works by the hour nis 
hospital treatment is on ‘‘company 
time.” If he is on “piecework” he 
loses while going to the emergency 
ward to have a cinder removed or a 
finger bandaged. 

If the accident ts so serious as to re- 
quire a secgnd dressing of the ~ ound, 
a detailed report must be made. Both 
the injured man and his foreman, inde- 
pendently, must describe the accident, 
and its cause, and tell how, in their 
judgment it can be prevented in the 
future. 

“But while we emphasize the impor- 
tance of making these reports,”’ said 
the man in charge of the hospital serv- 
ice, “the company’s first concern is tak- 
ing care of the injured man. Not once 
have I had a relivf expense account 
questioned, frequently the company asks 
me if I can’t devise some plan to spend 
more money advantageously for the 
safety and comfort of the men. 

Injured Emploves’ Relief Pian. 

“Besides oug. emergency hospital, we 
have available a ward of 14 beds at the 
city hospital.

“rf stuck it out, and now I’m getting 
my pension at the rate based on my old 
job, not on what the average would have 
been had I accepted a cut of a third or 
two-thirds during my last years of serv- 
ice. I suppose bosses think they have 
tu do it—shove the old fellows aside, It 
makes a better showing for themselves 
if they can increase the tonnage and 
take it out of an old man’s pension. 


“Old Dave” Griffith’s Experience, 
“I bluffed it out, but not many of 


them do. There’s old Dave Griffith, for 
example. Years ago they wrote him up 
in the magazines with his picture and 
rhotographs of his fine house. They 
called him ‘The High-rolling Roller.’ 
He was boss roller, and made as high 
as $35 a day on tonnage. He was one 
of the few wise ones. Though he did 
buy Shetland ponies for his kids and 
build a fine house, he paid for the house 
and planted his money in the bank, in- 
stead of the saloon, and now I guess he 
can afford to take the $2 or $3 a day 
they gave him when they laid him on 
the shelf to watch a tool house, or 
something like that. He'll stick it out 
till he gets his pension, I suppose, but 
it won't go far toward maintaining the 
standard of living he set for his family 
when there was ‘easy money’ in the 
steel business.”’ 

The tube works furnishes excellent op- 
portunity to view the speeding-up sys- 
tem in operation. The Steel Trust here 
operates every process in converting 
iron ore into pipe, seamless or welded, 
iron or steel, in diameters from one- 
eighth of an inch to three feet, and from 
the thinness of paper to the thickness 
of sewer pipe. Machinery does near- 
ly everything except the thinking. Few 
jobs remain requiring the muscular ex- 
ertion that made a race of giants of the 
ste#l workers of a generation ago. 
Watch the lines of men coming and go- 
ing at thé mill gates, and the impres- 
sion will grow upon you that these are 
little men. Occasionally @ husky Irish 
foreman looms above the rest, but the 
bulk of them might: be spinners or 
weavers. 

The work requires speed and precision. 
A stripling youth sits all day at a lev- 
er and moves 20 times the metal that 


strength 20 years ago. He must act in 
unison with a crew of men, each trained 
to perform_his part of the team work, 
say of charging a furnace. When one 
cog slips, the entire machine is thrown 
out of gear. 

It is true, as the fronmasters tel] Con- 
gress, that there is much rest between 
spells of work for most of these men, 
but careful observation fails to discover 
much relaxation. At 4 or 5 o'clock in 
the morning when the 12-hour night 
shift is approaching its end, it is a worn 
and weary looking lot of men. The few 
who must endure the worst of the bliis- 
tering heat at the furnace mouths work 
only half. of each hour. Men in less 
strenuous posts spell every hour by a 
man whose duty is to go the rounds 
and give each man ten or fifteen min- 
utes’ rest. In summer these rest peri- 
ods are longer and more frequent. Blast 
furnace foremen say their crews are en- 
gaged at hard work about seven hours 
out of 12, and if there is any cleaning 
up left to do they are busy the other 
five. 

The speeding-up system, from the point 
of view of the men, works only for the 
benefit of the company and the bosses. 
By each of the furnaces a blackboard 
shows the Rourly record of tonnage of 
day and night crews. Every device is 
utilized. to encourage rivalry between 
the two shifts and among the crews of 
all the furnaces. Sometimes a prize is 
offered for a record output and ever 
afterward the men are driven to main- 
tain, if possible, a speed that will pro- 
duce that result all the time. Bonuses 
for extra output go to the bosses, but 
seldom does the worker in the ranks get 
more than one of the cigars which occa- 
sionally are handed out in recognition of 
a new tonnage record. 

Men at piece work, such as feeding 
pipes into cutting or threading machines, 
must be driven at continuously high 
speed to equal or surpass the hour rate 
for such tasks. Power may be off or the 
machine may break down and the com- 
pany will pay the man the hour rate, but 
if through his own fault he fails to turn 
out the minimum of werk for the hourly 
wage he must suffer the loss himself. 
The men admit the system in theory ts 
fair, but in practice the speed is set 
where only a man in perfect health can 
maintain it, and the others are driven 
at times to the point of cruelty.

Kimmel when he visited Niles after

John Shea, the “man with the 
camera eye,” the Bertillon expert of 
the St. Louis police department 
probably will be called by the plain- 
tiff in rebuttal to dispute Shetland’s 
testimony. 

Dr. Harry Unterberg, a St. Louis 
allenist and neurologist has been 
called by the plaintiff to observe the 
claimant and will be put on In re- 
buttal to tell of the man’s menta) 
condition and to state whether or 
not the scar on the neck could 
change the left ear.

Police Clubs Stop 
the Deportation of 
Strikers’ Children

move when ordered to by the police, 


were also arrested. 

Max Bogatin, Simon Knebel, Miss Jane 
Beck and Miss Thema Commetta had 
come from Philadelphia to care for the 
children. Most of the youngsters were 
of Russian nationality, comprising 
Poles, Hebrews and others, and they 
were gathered at the railroad station 
before 7 o’clock this morning. Joseph 
Bedard, treasurer of the Strike Commit- 
tee, bought 54 tickets for the party. 

Acting City Marshal Sullivan with 
his forces and a detail of militia, un- 
der Lieut. Col. Dunn, were at the 
station. 

Sullivan entered the station after 
the children had arrived and told 
the men and women that he would 
not allow the children to leave. 
Some of the parents became alarmed 
and withdrew with their children, but 
a considerable portion remained. 
Members of the children’s committee 
of the strikers and the Philadelphia 
delegation determined to carry out 
their purpose. As the train drew 
into the station, word was given and 
the policemen blockaded the door 
leading from the waiting room. 

Children Join in Uproar. 

Some women came out first and 
the police quickly drew them to one 
side. The women began at once to 
scream and as the little ones fol- 
lowed they became frightened ane 
joined in the uproar. Policemen 
seized children by their arms and 
carried them to one slide, directing 
that they should run away from the 
mass of struggling humanity. Wom- 
en’s hats were knocked askew and 
their hair became disheveled as they 
were hustled away from the depot 
entrance. Those who continued to 
resist the police were placed under 
arrest. 

Babies Brought to Station. 


The situation developed a new 
feature a short time after the arrest 
of the women when husbands began 
to arrive at the police station, car- 
rying babies which they asked 
should be given to the mothers. Some 
of these were babes at the breast, In 
one case a 12-weeks-old baby was 
brought by the father. 

Later in the day the strikers at a 
meeting voted to make another at- 
send a group to Philadel- 
phia and the delegation from that 
city was requested to remain here 
until Monday. 

. Appeal for General Strike. 

An appeal for a general strike of al! 
workers in the city was contained in a 
circular issued over the signature of 
the strike committee of the Industrial 
Workers of the World iate tonight. The 
circular was one of three “‘calls’”’ which 
were headed as foliows: 

“A call for action of all 
Lawrence.” 

‘‘A few words to all workers who have 
returned to the mills.”’ 

“A call to the soldiers and militiamen,” 

Copies of the calls have been posted 
on buildings and trees In every available 
spot despite the fact that the police 
have been instructed to arrest any per- 
gon seen with them.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Fifteen 
hundred additional troops were or- 
dered to El Paso today by President 
Taft to reinforce the 3000 troops 
there in preparation for an invasion 
of Mexico. American troops will cross 
the border into Mexico as soon as 
one shot from the belligerents on the 
Mexican side of the boundary falls 
into American territory. This was the 
threat sent to the leaders of all fac- 
tions in Mexico.

LONDON, Feb. 24. _The 
presentation to Parliament of the Irish 
home rule bill probably will be March 


of the bill because of its commanding 
importance. 


Its drafting still is unfinished, but all 
the main principles have been decided 
on and the Irish leaders are content with 
its provisions, but they are pledged to 
secrecy. 

The bill will be introduced in time to 
give the Irish leaders opportunity for 
calling in Dublin in the Easter holidays 
a national convention to, which the bill 
will be submitted for approval. A simi- 
lar convention rejected the Irish na- 
tional councils bill, but, although it is 
impossible that the coming measure can 
be above criticism, there is no likeli- 
hood that it will be refused by the con- 
vention. 

Nor is there apprehension of a serious 
secession from the Liberal party on ac- 
count of the bill, although the Unionists 
persistently assert there will be. Th» 
Orange appeal to the Liberal noncon- 
formists has had no result. With the 
guarantees contained in the bill against 
any religious ascendency, the noncon- 
formists will be content. 
Both the ministers and the Irish lead- 
ers are satisfied the bill will pass the 
House of Commons at this session and 
ultimately will become law. If no other 
question arises to bring about a defeat 
of the Government. As. it must pass 
three successive sessions before sur- 
mounting the Lords’ suspensory veto, 
there is considerable time ahead for 
contingency of that kind, although it is 
believed by many shrewd politicians that 
the Unionists will accept it next year 
rather than spend the two following 
sessions in a barren fight on a subject 
which has ceased to excite the passions 
of the electorate, as it did in the ’S80s.

The’ Delaware 
committeeman is of the opinion that 
Senator Reed proposes to have the 
testimony printed for the informa- 
tion of the Senate and the country. 
Nomination Was Withdrawn. 


“Swain was recommended for 
United States Marshal by Senator 
Du Pont,” said Saulsbury. “I knew 


his record in Delaware politics, and 
as a member of the bar I filed a pro- 
test against his confirmation by the 
Senate. I produced evidence before 
the sub-committee of such a nature 
that Swain’s name was withdrawn. 
“The testimony showed that money 
raised at a meeting in Du Pont’s of- 
fice was used to buy votes in the 
1904 election. It showed that $28,- 
000 was spent in Sussex County, and 
that Swain had been instrumental 
in distributing at least $3000 of this 
money. The purchase sor votes, ac- 
cording to the testimony, was open 
and otorious. In Sussex County 
hundrbds of votes were purchased at 
$5 to {$10 each. 

“The| testimony showed that about 
$58.000 Was used in the 1904 election. The 
money was raised on Saturday before 
the election. In the haste of the lead- 
ers to raise the money, at least $20,000 
in $20 gold pleces was. given to the 
workers. Some of this money was taken 
to Philadelphia and changed into bills 
of smaller denominations. The money 
was then used for the purchase of 
votes. 


Would Co-Operate With Reed. 
“The testimony showed a corrupt con- 
dition of affairs in the Republican poll- 
tics of our State. It was to protect the 
courts from a man of Swain’s character 
that I filed the charges, however. I 
should be glad to see a full investiga- 
tion ordered by the Senate, and if Sen- 
ator Reed makes the move I shall be 
glad to co-operate with him to bring 
about a full exposure of the corrupt use 
of money in elections.’’

One Saturday 
morning, I remember, during a week- 
end party at Babylon, I found Migs 
Cameron wandering about through the 
bushes, collecting and eating berries. I 
spoke to her, and she told me that she 
hadn't eaten for two days, that she was 
almost starved.” 

Almost as interesting as the romance 
of “Dolly’’ Cameron and Mr. Hawley is 
the attitude taken by the four brothers 
and sisters of the railroad wizard, who 
will inherit the estate.

TURKISH SHIPS 
BOMBARD BEIRUT 


Sultan’s Sailors Replied to Fire 
—Thirty Persons Killed— 
Foreign Vessels in Harbor. 











By Associated Press, 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 24.—Ac- 
cording to dispatches from  Belrut, 
the Turkish forts there, the corvette 
Avnillah and a torpedo boat, replied 
to the fire of Italian warships. 
The Avnillah wag struck and was 
soon in flames. The torpedo boat was 
sunk, Thirty persons were killed, two 
of the dead, it is believed, being Rus- 
sian subjects. About 50 persons were 
wounded, Several shells were dropped 
into the town, and the offices of the 
Ottoman Bank were damaged. 
During the panic which followed the 
bombardment, a mob forced the Gov- 
ernment armory and got arms.

HOPPE |S GOING 
BACK; HIS NERVE 
BROKEN AT LAST 


Strain of Many Championships 
Is at Last Telling on Boy 
Wonder. 





That Willie Hoppe, world’s cham- 
pion cueist at 18.2 balkline and al- 
most any other game he chooses to 
play, is losing his “nerve” and is 
soon destined to tumble from his 
throne, is the declaration made by 
Charley Peterson, the well-known 
local billiard hall man who is just 
back from New York, where he saw 
the Hoppe-Sutten match, 

Peterson makes .this 
with such conviction that 
one. To ‘think of. Hoppe, who av- 
eraged 29 and won din a canter 
from George Sutton, should be on the 
verge of an artistic collapse, is more 
than the cue fans can digest. But 
Peterson is predicting ,;the fall of 
Hoppe, and Charley is one man .who 
should know whereof he speaks. 

Peterson has been more closely as- 
sociated with Hoppe tham any other 
man in the billiard game. When 
Willie, then the boy wonder, first par- 
aded under the calcium light in Paris 
years ago and defeated Vignaux fer 
the world’s 18.2 title, he promptly 
sent a message to Peterson to join 
him in New York. Hoppe appealed to 
Peterson as his best friend to help 
him (Hoppe) to retain the title. 


“Pete” Practices With Hoppe. 

Peterson hurried to New York and prac- 
ticed with Hoppe, and much of the finesse 
which the boy wonder attained was taught 
by Peterson. Later Hoppe beat Slosson in 
a challenge match, and then he won the 
international 18.2 championship § tourna- 
ment. In 1905 “he played in the all-star 
five-man tournament in Chicago, and be- 
fore entering that big meet he had Peter- 
son give him a few lessons. After beat- 
ing Morningstar, Sutton, Schaefer, Slosson 
and all the other stars. Hoppe made a 
tour of the country, accompanied by Peter- 
son, who gave exhibitions of fancy shots. 

These facts are given merely to estab- 
lish the fact that Peterson is well ac- 
quainted with Hoppe and Hoppe’s game. 
Now hist to what Charley has to say about 
Mr. Hoppe: 

“TIT saw Hoppe’s match with George Sut- 
ton in the ballroom of the Waldorf Hotel 
in New York, and nothing surprised me 
as much in my whole life as the way 
Willie played. I almost guffered a nervous 
breakdown watching him, 

Hoppe Is Going Back. 

“Time was when Hoppe’s playing thrilled 
me. I have seen him swing into shots 
before the balls had stopped rolling. He 
was a ripd-fire shooter, a keen judge of 
angles, who could figure his shots while 
the ivories were still in action. Every 
stroke was perfect. There was definition 
and precision in his every action, He 
surely was a wonder, 

“But that Hoppe is no more. The Hoppe 
who played Sutton was a nervous, uncer- 
tain ‘fiddler.’ He hesitated before making 
the easiest shots. He would start to play 
a masse and then change to a follow—and 
miss it. He made a wonderful average of 
29 for the match, and he won it. But my! 
What billiards he played! 

*“T venture to say he tried 65 per cent of 
his shots the wrong way and made most of 
.bem. He was in great luck. I sat with a 
few newspaper men and we counted while 
Hoppe deliberated over the easiest kind of 
hots. Once we counted 31 before Hoppe made 
up his mind. That's equal to a Gelay of 31 
seconds. I can remember when no shot on 
the table would cause Hoppe to wait more 
than five seconds. But things have changed. 

Knows His Weakness. 

“After the match I was the first to greet 
him. I didn’t congratulate him. I up and 
told him it was the poorest exhibition I had 
ever seen him give. He agreed with me and 
deplored the fact that he was losing his old- 
time confidence. 

“*Il have been practicing too much with 
Slosson, who is too deliberate,’ Hoppe told me 
and I advised him to scratch Sloason off his 
list. At Willie's request I practiced with 
him the next day. 

“I made a rule before our match started 
that Hoppe should count four and then shoot 
between each shot. He did as I said, but 
he missed many shots. However, he's got 
to get back to his old rapid-fire game if he’s 
to stay on top. 

“This amateur, Calvin Demarest, will beat 
Hoppe in another year, if Willie doesn’t 
return to his old form. I'm telling you 
Hoppe is no more the Hoppe of old than I 
am a white hope. He's sure to fall soon.’ 

George H. Sutton, the handless wonder, 
overheard Peterson's talk. Sutton is @ grad- 
uate of medicine and a great theorist. He 

explained Hoppe’s case like this:

Attell-Forbes Frame-Up 
Ended 2 Rounds Too Soon 





Same Result, 


Bia the Sev Contemplated a Victory for Abe 
in the Seventh, but an Accident Produced

the fifth round. It was the fourth 


over Attell at the end of 15 rounds. 


Attell was coming to the front very 
fast, and by reason of having won in 
St. Louis over such boxers as George 
Dixon, Kid Broad, Kid Abel and the 
late Johnnie Reagan, had become a lo- 
cal favorite. On the other hand, Forbes’ 
quick and decisive defeats of Champion 
Danny Daugherty and a 15-round deci- 
sion over Tommy Feltz had won him 
many friends, and when he and Attell 
stepped into the ring on the night in 
question the crowd was pretty evenly 
divided in its support of the two boxers. 

The match resulted in a dazzling dis- 
play of scientific boxing and aroused 
those present to a high pitch of enthu- 
siasm. The men boxed at top speed, 
and Forbes had the better of it. He 
forced the fighting, his footwork was 
better, and he was hitting straight from 
the shoulder for the jaw of his oppo- 
nent in the same manner he had boxed 
and won from Danny Daugherty. 

Attell “Lays Back.” 

During this time Attell seemed con- 
tent to follow the pace, taking care not 
to fall too far behind, and I remember 
distinctly the impression his cool and 
calculating manner made upon me. I 
knew he had speed in reserve, and I 
wondered how many rounds he was go- 
ing to permit himself to be outpointed 
before he started his best. For four 
rounds this sort of thing went on, and 
at the beginning of the fifth Forbes was 
very aggressive and soon had Attell 
covering and backing away until he 
reac) ed the ropes on the west side of 
the riag, and there he stood in a 
crouched position with his hands before 
his face, while Forbes appeared to be 
making every effort to land a winning 
punch. 

It is hard to say just how long this 
continued, but it was long enough to 
bring the crowd to its feet cheering like 
mad and calling on Forbes to “Put him 
out!’ and the latter looked as if he was 
trying to do it. I was standing very 
close to the men, and I wondered how 
long it would last. The strain was in- 
tense, and I bent low and peered into 
the face of Attell behind his gloved 
hands, and I was astonished at what I 
saw. The little Hebrew boxer stood 
with eyes wide open gazing out between 
his hands upon Forbes, with never 4 
sign of fear or excitement, and I no- 
ticed he was set on his feet as if fora 
rush. 

Attell Grasps Opportunity. 

In a moment the opportunity came, for 
Forbes had taken one step back, and Attell 
flew-out with his arms moving like piston 
rods. The unexpected recovery and sudden 
attack took Forbes by surprise and he was 
forced to the center of the ring before he 
could collect himself. He tried to sidestep, 
but Attell was close upon him and the best 
he could do was to change direction and he 
went with his back to the ropes on the 
south side of the ring. He hit the ropes 
with such speed that he was shot forward 
on the rebound and as he came off he 
aimed his right for Attell’s head, but the 
latter slipped the blow and countered 
straight with his right to the jaw of Forbes 
with terrific force. Forbes reeled, tried to 
recover and then fell in the southwest corner 
of the ring. I1 counted 10 and his seconds 
then began work to revive him. I might 
have counted 16—-he was out, of that I was 
certain. The ‘‘spring back’’ from the ropes 
had helped do the work.

sion and declared it one of the best boxing 
shows ever seen. The Forbes supporters 
were inclined to think the knockout an acci- 
dent, while Attell’s friends gave him full 
credit for it, and so did I. 

Bout Was a “Frame-Up.” 

Up to this time I had no suspicion that 
anything was wrong. but within an hour aft- 
er leaving the ring a man whom I knew well 
as a friend and in whom I had and have 
yet absolute confidence came to me and 
said: ‘‘That fight was framed!’’ I thought 
he must be mistaken, and asked for proof. 
He told me that a lot of money had been 
bet in Chicago that Attell would win by a 
knockout and that several thousand dollars 
had been left with him by Chicago parties 
to bet the same way. Instead of doing so. 
however, he had locked {t up in his safe and 
it was there then. He sald the fight had 
been framed for Forbes to lose in the sev- 
enth round. I then remembered that this 
same man had come to me before the fight 
and advised me to watch it very closely. 

About two hours after the fight a telegram 
was handed me from a Chicago paper ask- 
ing my opinion of the Knockout. and if I 
thought it genuine. I replied at once, say- 
ing that in my judgment Forbes had been 
knocked out, and deseribed the blow that 
did the work. I cannot be mistaken in that. 
because I was within ome step of the men 
and saw the blow land. This blow. I am 
sure, was not ‘‘framed,” because the hap- 
penings of the previous few seconds were 
too rapid to have been the _ result of re- 
hearsal, and when Forbes shot back from 
the ropes with right hand extended, Attell, 
like a flash, did the natural thing for a 
trained boxer to do—slip the blow and shoot 
out a straight | counter. 

For a long time afterwards I investigated 
and made many inquiries and there was 
much evidence to support the claim that a 
‘‘frame-up” had been intended for the sev- 
enth round—but it never happened. Per- 
haps it was mere suspicion, I don’t know. 
Fut df anything weg contemplated, the plans 
went wrong and a genuine knockout made 
unnecéssary a pretended one, 

Knockout Hard to Fake. 

It is not so easy to fake a knockout as 
some persons imagine. Of courze, it has 
been done, but as a rule it results in such 
a clumsy mess that the fraud is easily de- 
tected. There are no infallible signs, but 
there are some which may be generally fol- 
lowed. For instance, a man who is knocked 
out usually falls face forward. This is be- 
cause the blow has resulted in a temporary 
paralysis of the motor nerves, causing the 
knees to give way and the body pitches for- 
ward. It may happen, however, that a 
heavy blow will lift a man from his feet, 
throw him backward and he may fall on his 
shoulders and back, but even then he is apt 
to turn on his side, though I have seen them 
remain on their back without moving after 
th- fall. When this happens the arms wil! 
usually be found extended at full length. 

Another sign following a knockout is di- 
lation of the pupils of the eyes, with the lids 
half closed. This, however, has its excep- 
tion. because dilation does not always fol- 
low. 

These are signs that cannot be faked and 
if they are apparent the knockout is genu- 
ine. Absence of them, however, In the case 
of a boxer who remains down for an unrea- 
sonable time after the count of 10 may 
give good cause for suspicion,

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MOTORIST SAYS 
WOMEN TALK 
ON CROSSINGS 


Most of Accidents Due to Care- 
less Pedestrians Stopping 
in Roadway. 








The Board of Governors of the St. 
Louis Automobile Club met last week 
. to plan a campaign to improve the con- 
ditions of motoring. Among the things 
considered was the traffic regulations 
of St. Louls. While the present condi- 
tions are very good, as a result of the 


past two years’ improvements, yet there | 


is still room for improvement in some 
respects. 

Many other cities have excellent traf- 
fic regulations which work out for the 
benefit of all users of the streets. The 
Board of Governors authorized the or- 
ganization of a committee, to be com- 
posed of men who are most familiar in 
matters of traffic, whose duty it shall 
be to investigate the traffic regula- 
tions of other cities, and make sugges- 
tions to the authorities for the adoption 
of such regulations as are suitable to 
the city of St. Louis. Special care will 
be made in the selection of the chair- 
man of’ this committee. 
 Oriticises Feminine Pedestrians. 

An automobile owner who is a careful 
driver and something of a critic said of 
this move of the Automobile Club: 

“I hope President Britton will in- 
struct his committee to draw up a lot 
of rules to govern pedestrians, rather 
than to find more rules to hamper and 
-annoy automobilists. Upon my soul, I 
think the people of St. Louis are the 
least observing, the most careless of 
their own safety of any in the world. 
This is mighty good for the ambulance- 

chasing damage lawyers, but it is 
tough on te motorists, and, of gourse, 
equally tough on the people who are 
run down. 

“T suggest that a rule be made a law 
that people must stay on the pavement 
when waiting for a car uatil the car is 
close at hand. The practice is now fo 
get out to the edge of the car track 
and remain there instead of on the 
pavement. The driver of a car has to 
violate the traffic laws by going on 
the wrong side of the street in order to 
keep from hitting them. 

Children on the Street. 

“Another rule that should be enforced 
with heavy penalty is that children on 
the much-traveled streets must not play 
in the middle of the streets, and in par- 
ticular must not roller-skate there. 

“Another would be to fine a woman 
$100 if she stops in the middle of the 
crossing at Broadway and Washington 
avenue to tie her shoe or powder her 
nose. 

“Particularly I would like to see a 
heavy penalty attached to pedestrians 
who cross the street in the middle of 
the block instead of at the regular cor- 
ner. Half the accidents occur from this 
practice. 

“There are a lot of other offenses 
which people commit and for which 
: they should be fined, among them the 
. practice of holding ‘conversation fests’ 
in the middle of the street. Men do 
this as much as women, and they cuss 
a blue streak when the driver of a 
‘wagon or motor car comes close to 
them.”

Another branch of the investigation, 
to cover every possible violation of the 
ar.ti-trust law, was urged by Chairman 
Clayton of the Judiciary Committee; a 
third resolution, for an investigation of 
railroad monopolies, was presented by 
Chairman Adamson of the Interstate 
Commerce Committee. These are ex- 
pected to form the basis for the second 
and third branches of the great investi- 
gation of financial transportation and 
industrial affairs. 

The threatened split in the Democratic 
ranks was avoided by a compromise 
resolution prepared by the Rules Com- 
mittee. It instructed the Banking and 
Currency Committee, of which Repre- 
sentative Pujo of Louisiana is chair- 
man, to make a full investigation of 
banking and currency conditions, ‘‘in- 
cluding all matters touched on in 
House resolution No. 405, within the 
jurisdiction of said committee.” 


No. 405 is Hénry’s original resolution, 
which specified many charges on which 
Wall street, the railroad financial 
groups, the large industrial concerns 
and other financial powers are alleged 
to have conspired to control industrial 
and financial affairs.

FATHER PRETENDED TO 
BE HAPPY, CHEERFUL. 


OUNG as I was, I can remember 

Y well how father acted. He didn’t 

seem to be very happy. Not half 

so happy as I thought he ought to be. 

But that was because he knew better 

than his friends what was to come. He 
would always say: 

‘‘T’m ahead now, but Rockefeller isn’t 
going to quit as easily as all that,’’ and 
then he would change the subject. 

Father was right. Rockefeller didn’t 
quit. 

Only a short time after we children 
supposed father had won. he had to go 
away again. And when he came home 
that time he had lost. 

Father, before us children, pretended 
to be happier and more cheerful. That’s 
just his way. When things went the 
worst for him he always tried the hard- 
est to make us happy at home. 

My mother was the one who really 
let us children know that new and 
great trouble had come to father again, 
and when she thought none of us was 
around I once overheard her say: 

“Poor Alfred! But don’t you Care; 
things will come out right some day.” 

Father just patted her on the head and 
said: ‘‘There, there, mother! I know 
it will.”’ 

It was grandfather who first predict- 
ed the wonderful future for Duluth and 
that part of the country. And my grand. 
mother knew, too, that it was her boys 
who had first found the iron that grand- 
father said was there to be found. 

I don’t think there was anyone in 
Duluth who took a greater interest in 
things those days than did ‘she.

It was different with us children. 
Rockefeller and the ‘“‘case’’ were sub- 
jects we never lost a chance to talk 
about. 

To the other children we always men- 
tioned that one name in whispers. Usu- 
ally we talked about it without using 
the name at all. 

As we grew older, got into the higher 
grades at school and went to little 
parties, how humiliated we did feel to 
have people—some of whom we didn’t 
know by name—point us out and talk 
of those ‘‘Merritt children,’’ and talk in 
tones of pity and compassion. 

The older we grew, of course, 
more we understood and after all 
Rockefeller was a man’s name. We 
knew he had children of his own and 
I can clearly recall at one time serious- 
ly debating in my mind whether or not 
I ought not write him a letter myself 
and tell him just how father and 
mother seemed worried every time his 
name was mentioned. 

Two years ago I left Duluth and came 
East to study. 

There really were two reasons that 
made me do it. In the first place, my 
sister two years before did the same 
thing, and she likes it so in the East 
that I made up my mind to follow. her. 
But the great reason was to escape from 
that name Rockefeller. 

When my sister first came East that 
was the first thing she wrote home. 

““At last,’’ she said, “I have found a 
place where I am not pointed out as a 
Merritt girl—the one, you know, whose 
father had that big lawsuit against 
Rockefeller.’’ 


And when I came East I found that 
what my sister said was really true. 

Have my father and my uncle the 
same feeling of fear of that name that 
I have? 

Possibly. TI do not think they are 
afraid of anything in the world that 
seems to them to be human, but 
there is something about that name 
Rockefeller that is different to any 
other name in the world. Often I 
have heard them say: 

“What's the use? There is no one 
can beat him. He isn’t human,”

Summing it all up as best I can, 
these are the things for which I feel 
Rockefeller is responsible, the things 
he brought upon us. 

The death of my Uncle Cassius. 

Years of sorrow and worry brought 
to my grandmother and to all my 
family. 

The taking away from my father 
and his brothers the financial reward 
to which they were entitled for all 
their efforts. 

The white hairs 
to the heads of both 
mother.

“On Wednesday there were visible 
eigns that the market was getting 
ready to be frightened, for it had 
read Mr. Roosevelt's exposition of 
up-to-date statesmanship, on the 
event of Washington's birthday, and 
was willing to be alarmed at the 
proposal to appeal constitutional 
lawsuits from the Supreme Court to 
a Supreme Court made up of all nat- 
uralized citizens over 21 years of 


age. 

“However, Washington, had _ he 
been present, might have accepted 
this birthday tribute, the stock mar- 
ket took it meekly, and on the next 
business day did nothing except to 
cover up Wednesday's’ short. sales 
when prices ceased to move. 

The Market Movement. 

"This might be regarded as sig- 
nificant—at least to the extent of 
showing that financial markets did 
not care—if the usual inference were 
drawn, that the mature and sober 
opinion of the community were voic- 
ing itself in the Stock Exchange 
fluctuations. 

“But even on that assumption, it 
might equally be argued that’ the 
financial community could not make 
up its mind, or that it preferred to 
wait until near the nomination day 
before growing either despondent 
or enthusiastic, It has had a way of 
acting on such lines even in such 
stirring presidential years at 1554 
or 18946, 

‘Tt may also be suggested, that this 
is the time of vear when financial mar- 
lets traditionally fall into apathy.

The Past and Future. 

“Within the past half dozen years 
the industrial community has had 
three distinct positions presented to 
it. First came that of 1906, when 
trade was at a pitch of feverish 
activity throughout the entire world, 
when every nation was’ clamoring 
for more capital than it could raise 
at home, and when, therefore, en- 
gagements were being made (for 
which the requisite funds could no- 
where be obtained. 

“Next came that of 1908, when 
capital was idle .thrqughout the 
world, because of worldwide stag- 
nation and liquidation in industry. 

“Now we have reached the stage 
when activity has returned in one 
part of the world, with large de- 
mands on capital, and when another 
part of the international community 
is perfectly able to spare the neces- 
sary funds. 

“This, in the light of all previous 
experience, is at least a wholesome 
situation, making in the long run 
for revival in all directions. These 
worldwide movements always shape 
their course deliberately, and that 
is, no doubt, the reason why Wall 
street, which is not satisfied unless 
everything comes within a week, or 
month, is convinced that things are 
worse than ever. 

“The price range for the week was 
very narrow, and with few excep- 
tions the leading shares closed prac- 
tically the same as a week ago. The 
copper issues were higher on im- 
proved trade reports and decreasing 
supplies of the metal.” 


LONDON REVIEW. 


Special Cable From the London Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
LONDON, Feb. 24.—Financial London 
fully believes that Roosevelt is anxious 
to get the presidency again this year. The 
impression his attempts at the nomi- 
nation make, is regulated by the fact 
that, while his political abilities are 
greatly admired in European financial 
circles, he is considered absolutely dan- 

gerous on the financial side. 

The reason for this feeling is that his 
habitual methods disregard both the del- 
icacy of credit machinery and the pres- 
ent dangerous position of the labor con- 
troversy. We can see no indication, in 
his speeches, that during his period of 
retirement he has in any degree mas- 
tered the problem of capital and labor, 
which today is laying the entire civi- 
lized world. The Economist today re- 
flects one view of the situation by pre- 
dicting a Democratic victory in Novem- 
ber. 





The Outlook Gloomy. 

The immediate. outlook on this mar- 
ket is unquestionably glvuomy, and but 
for the improvement in international! 
politics, there might be some serious 
financial difficulties. In the city, bet- 
ting for or against the averting of a 
coal trade strike is today exactly even. 

It is simply expressing the consensus 
of opinion in financial quarters to say 
that settlement of the coal dispute, and 
early announcement of a real entente 
with Germany would mean a real boon 
on our markets—especially in’ view of 
the reasonably good money market out- 
look—and that such a boom could be 
quenched only by disquieting events in 
home politics. 

But, on the other hand, if a nation- 
wide coal strike does occur, and is 
prolonged, it would mean, in the words 
of Sir Edward Grey, one of the biggest 
national disasters that England has 
ever faced. 

It would involve paralysis in every 
other industry, and probably also, 
through the interference with transpor- 
tation, a great rise in foodstuffs. Riots 
in the coal districts would also be inev- 
itable. The city, while it hopes that 
the catastrophe will be averted, be- 
lieves that present conditions are a log- 
ical result of the present Government's 
social legislation. 

Gold Exports Likely. 

Whether Europe will resume its direct 
drafts on your gold depends mainly on 
your market’s readiness to part with it. 
The position is, that countries like 
France, Argentina and India require 
more gold, and that it simply goes from 
the center best able to spare it, to the 
market which must have it. 

No one believes the prevalent report 
that London is borrowing from you. If 
there have been any such operations, 
they were quite exceptional, and it is 
impossible to trace one. 

Germany, on the other hand, is keen- 
ly borrowing, and is bidding 4 and 44% 
per cent On this market for one and two 
months loans. 

Great stringency is expected at Ber- 
lin around the end of March, and in 
April, when large capital issues. are im- 
pending, if financial conditions improve

watching the American market closely 
but are unable to act, because of abso-

Market Shows Little Change De- 
spite Fact That Receipts 
Run Very Low. 








Receipts at National Stock Yards.

Cattle receipts for the past week show 
& very small aggregate. Supplies were 
normal the early part of the period and 
the increase was due to heavy storms 


during the midweek. On the opening 
day of the week warm weather and the 
advent of the Lenten season caused a 
very weak inquiry for beeves and buyers 
refused to buy unless prices were lower, 
0c to lic, and the moderate supply 
Inoved at this ruling. Tuesday’s receipts 
was the lightest run recorded on that 
day of the week this year, but the de- 
mand was poor and it took hard trading 
to get any better than steady prices. 
With the change of weather came still 
lighter receipts and a better demand 
and trade fell back to the standard 
Which prevailed at last week’s close. 
Heavy snows curtailed receists at the 
Close and an advance of :% to 15c was 
evident over the close the preceding Fri- 
ay. 
The quality was fair. The top was 
$7.75 for some 1405-pound beeves of good 
quality, but a range of $5.75 to $7 moved 
the big end of the steer showing. 
Butcher receipts were correspondingly 
light. Best heifers were in good de- 
mand all week and closed a quarter 
higher for the week, while little change 
is noticeable on the medium ‘o good 
grades. The quality of the heifer supply 
was fair to good. The best price for car 
lots during the week was $6 for several 
bunches. Odd head showing sold as high 
as $6.50, with the bulk of the supply 
moving at a range of $5.25 to $6. 


Cows Off to Bad Start. 


The trade on cows opened unsatis- 
factory for the sellers, and for the 
first two days declines of 10c to 15e were 
evident of the medium to best grades: 
however light receipts at the midweek 
caused a better inquiry and the close 
compares closely with last week. Best 
cows sold as high as $5.75, with the 
bulk. selling at a range of. $4.25 to $5.50. 
Canners and cutters have been in good 
demand all week, and although no ad- 
vances were evident on the opening 
days, this class closed l5e to %e higher 
for the week. A range of $3.% to $3.85 
moved the bulk, with .carmers ranging 
down to $2.50. 

_ Bulls were hit hard at 
ing. Supplies were generous and there 
Was little demand. At the close this 
grade was selling 25c to 49ec lower than 
last Friday's close. Calves advanced a 
good half dollar, with veals at $9. Stock- 
ers and feeders have been in moderate 
offering and sold at strong prices. 

The receipts of Southern cattle this 
week were at The bulk of the re- 
ceipts came from Mississippi and Arkan- 
sas. The latter State included some very 
choice steers that sold up to $5.65. A 
drove of 1030-pound steers brought this 
price. The best Texans reached $5.60 for 
a string of 1060-pound beef steers. The 
market all week on steers was steady 
with canners selling on the same basis. 
Bulls were in liberal offering and suf- 
fered a 15c decline. 


Hogs Close Week Higher. 


The receipts of hogs were just fair 
and several thousand head less than 
a month ago, but around the same 
as this week of last vear. The storm 
was a factor in holding down re- 
ceipts the middle and latter part of 
the week. It was a sort of an uneven 
trade after the first two days with 
prices higher owing to the small 
number received. The quality was 
better than for several] weeks past 
because many hogs’ arrived from 
lowa. 

The first of the week the top 
ranged around $6.30, but later went 
up to $6.50. which is the highest price 
for several weeks. The strength to 
the trade came from the shippers and 
city butchers, as they needed more 
hogs than they were able to buy. he 
packers were not inclined to favor 
the higher prices and bought spar- 
ingly, holding prices down as much 
as possible,

Sheep Scarce and Cheap. 

A good supply of sheep arrived the 
fore part of the week, but later re- 
ceipts were light because the storm 
hampered deliveries and shippers 
would not start sheep during such 
severe weather. Most of the arrivals 
were Western lambs and yearlings 
and the greater proportion of them 
came from the San Luis Valley, 
Colo.

The horse market shows little 
change whatever as compared with 
a week ago. The receipts were a lit- 
tle lighter this week, plenty of buy- 
ers were present at each day's auc- 
tion and a good, steady market pre- 
vailed all week on all classes but 
the common Southerners, which sold 
on weaker basis. The quality as aver- 
age for the week ranged very good. 

The receipt of mules the past weék 
were normal but buvers were nots»as 
plentiful as the week before. The 
common trashy kind were slow sell- 
ers all week and lower prices pre- 
vailed on that sort. The good kinds 
were scarce and but few difficulties 
were encountered in selling those 
offered at good, steady prices. The 
receipts of the common, trashy kind 
have been too heavy in proportion 
of the run.

Colored Women’s Nonpartisan League, 
25 strong. They carried’ banners and 
wore badges and presented the full 
membership. 

Several women found themselves dis- 
qualified as voters because their hus- 
bands are aliens. They received small 
consolation from the news that Senator 
Kent has introduced a bill in Congress 
providing for citizenship for such wives. 

Woman Seeks Office. 

One of the deputies assigned to regis- 
ter women was Miss Vivian Ryan, aged 
2i, and a Republican, who is the first 
woman appointed Deputy Registrar in 
San Francisco. Miss Ryan disclaims 
credit of being a pioneer in the suffrage 
cause. She was a stenographer and while 
she believes in women asserting their 
civic rights, she does not approve of 
active campaigning for them. 

Considerable interest was manifested 
by the new electors in the announcement 
made during the day that Miss Geneva 
Graham will contest for City Clerk at 
Whittier. Miss Graham is barely 21 and 
will be the youngest candidate seeking 
office under the constitutional amend- 
ment. The is holding the office she 
seeks through appointment, which gives 
her a great advantace. 

Girls 18, But Can’t Vote. 

The most frequent mistake was that of 
girls past 18 years old and under 21 
who expected to be able to register be- 
cause their age gives them other legal 
privileges, 

One of the notable registrations was 
that of Mrs. Donna Maria Coleman, 
who was the first woman to hold office 
in California. Mrs. Coleman was Su- 
perintendent of Schools in Shasta County 
from 1876 to 1886, went through five 
campaigns and is probably as ardent a 
sufragist as can be found in California. 
She is 31 years old and came to Califor- 
nia in 1852 from her native New York. 

William Vandevoort and wife, neither 
of whom has been old enough to vote 
for very long, were accompanied by tiny 
Miss Dorothy Vandevoort, who has at- 
tained only two months of the age nec- 
essary to her majority. 

While her mother held up her right 
hand and took the oath, told all the 
necessary details and signed her regis- 
tration, the young father, who is a mem- 
ber of the city fire department, held the 
baby, transferring her to his wife's care 
while he followed with his own registra- 
tion. 

One group of well-known clubwomen 
entered, Theirs is a literary club 
rather than a civic or political, however, 
and there has not been much Instruction 
along political lines. Gazing around 
the big room, lined with busy registrars 
at work, one of the women gasped: 
“Where in the world do we start?’

T Euclid avenue and King’s highway, St. 
Louis, will soon arise the first of an 
imposing group of buildings in which it 

is planned to establish, under the control of 
Washington University, a medica] school worthy 
of being called “the Johns Hopkins University 
of the West.” 

The contract for the erection of the new Rob- 
ert A. Barnes Hospital, which will be one depart- 
ment of the medical school, has already been let, 
the cost, without furnishings or equipment, being 
estimated at $808,000. Plans for the other build- 
ings, to cost approximately $800,000, are nearing 
completion. With an endowment of $5,500,000, it 
is expected that the Washingten University 
Medical School will take a front rank among the 
country’s institutions for the conquest of disease. 

As buildings and apparatus are but half of a 
college, Washington University has already be- 
gun assembling a list of foremost scientists as 
instructors. Among these are Dr. George Dock, 
dean of the medical school; Dr. John Howland, . 
who holds the chair of pediatrics; Dr. Eugene L. 
Opie, formerly of the Rockefeller Institute, who 
occupies the chair of pathology; and Dr. Joseph 
Erlanger, formerly of Wisconsin University, who 
is professor of physiology. 

The hospital, the plans for which were drawn 
by Theodore C. Link & Son, will consist of six 
buildings, three stories high, with exteriors of 
cream-colored brick decorated with granite and 


Bedford stone. 7 
Subways will connect the hospital buildings 


with those of the medical school, which will in- 
clude two great science laboratories, a building 
for pathology and another for anatomy. In the 
interest of the quiet necessary to the sick, each 
ward will be practically an isolated hospital. 
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These will consist of a cefitral Ss 
building, a central service building, a Tam 
and five blocks of hospital buildings, with * : 
long axis to the north and south, and placed three 
on the west and two on the east of the adminis- 
tration. 

The capacity of the hospital will be about 450 
beds, exclusive of the St. Louis Children’s Hos- 
pital, which will also be affiliated with the new 
institution. 

The expense of the hospital was provided for 
in the will of the late Robert A. Barnes, and the 
fund will be under the management of a sepa- 
rate board: of trustees. The conduct of the hos- 
pital, however, will be under the control of the 
Washington University medical staff. Among the 
St. Louis capitalists who have joined in the en- 
dowment of the medical school are Adolphus 
Busch, Robert S. Brookings, William K. Bixby 
and Edward Mallinckrodt. 

If the hopes of the founders are realized, 
St. Louis will be afforded by the Washington 
University Medical School, with its allied hos- 
pitals and clinics, a position in medical re 
search similar to that conferred on Baltimore 
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by Johns Hopkins University 
and upon New York by the 
Rockefeller Institute.

[ IS a pleasure to write a tew words for the nameless writer of this book that may help 
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to introduce him to “Madame Society,” that she may give serious thought to his appeal. 

I have always felt, since I have been closely in touch with the prison world, that there 
was only one standpoifit.from which this great problem could be thoroughly understood, and 
that is the standpoint of the cell. 

That there is no criminal class has been clearly demonstrated to everyone who is in close 
touch with the world within the prison walls This great family within the shadows is 
made up of units drawn from every circle of society, from every kind of home, leaving behind 
them broken hearts, shadowed hearths and loyed ones often forced to become the victims of 
destitution. 

If the shadow had fallen in our own home, if the trusted husband, a dearly beloved son, a 
revered father or an idolized brother had been snatched from us and was today marching in 
that long, sad, gray line, how intensely would this whole subject appeal to our sympathy and 
interest, how vitally it would stand out among the problems of today!

“All men are possible criminals; all criminai- 
are possible men,” is;perhaps the keynote of his 
book. “No man attains the age of middle life,”’ 
he says in another place, “without being in a po- 
sition to look back and say: ‘If circumstances 
had not been a little different at such and such 
a time, I would have been a criminal in the eyes 
of the law.’” 

These opinions bring him foul of the phrases, 
“eriminal classes,” “stigmata of degeneracy” and 
“congenital criminals.” His argument is that 
criminals are not born, but made by society, 
which punishes them with imprisonment and 
then harshly prevents their reformation. 

In his “salutation,” the author begins with that 
air of ironical respect which he maintains 
throughout the book: 

“My Dear Madam Society: 

“You have placed me in the company of thou- 
sands whom you consider your enemies,’ and 
whom you discuss and preach to as the ‘criminal 
Classes.’ Concerning us you have read much. 
written by those who called us your foes: but | 
do not believe you have ever heard from one of 
us who wrote for the truth’s sake and not for 
the purpose of self-justification or of ingratiat- 
ing himself again into your company. 

“Bome of us have written about the food we 
eat, the clothes we wear, the rules we are com- 
pelled to obey, and the hours we go to bed ana 
rise; but, so far as I know, none of us has ever 
told you the effect of your penal system on ts,
